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MARKS HOLDS THE FORT.

THE AMERICAN BEA CAPTAIN, STILL
DEFIES TWO GOTERNMENTS,

An Armed Fores on His Veassel Off Valley-
fileld, Canada—Any Atiempt te Arrest
Him May Result in Bloodshed t
to Bhoot Our Acling Censul-General.

Wasminoron, May 27.-Capt. Marks of the
nchoonet Helvetin, who has succesafully defled
the American and British Governments in thelr
attempts to remove him Ifrom his oraft, still
holds the fort at Yalley Fleld, nenr Montrenl,
A telegram wos recelved at tha Biate Depart-
ment to-day from Mr. Mursden, rapresenting
the Cleveland people who own the Helvetin,
which ahowa that blood may be shed if an at-
tampt to arroat Marks ls made, Mr. Marsden
says that Marks is heavily armed and Is sup-
ported by his wile, son, another woman and
about twenty eitizens of Vallay Fiald, who ars
also suppossd to be armed. In behall of
the owners Mr. Maraden makes a demand
for the arrest of Marks, The Biate Depart-
ment this afternoon sent atalegram to Mr.
Marsden, saring that It eould tnke no action
untll the owners of the Halvetia complied with
the [nstructions sent by the department on
May 18, that they must fila an indemnifying
bond to guaranteo no loss to the United States
Government or ita conpular representative at
Montreal it found liable for damagas In connec-
tion with Marks's arrest, and to secure the
payment of wages to the craw. The depart-
meont sald that when this was done an applicn-
tion for the arrest of Marks would be madas to
the Canadian sutharities. The last telegram
